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Dear Sir: 

In the Office Action dated July 24, 2003, the Examiner has stated that Applicant's 
previous response of May 6, 2003 was not fully responsive to the Office Action dated 
March 6, 2003 in which the Examiner entered a requirement for an Election/Restriction. 
In response. Applicant elected examination of Group I, Claims 1-19, which is also the 
species of Claim 1. The Examiner stated in the July 24, 2003 Office Action that this 
was not a complete reply and that Applicant must elect a single disclosed alkanolamine 
species with an indication of the claims readable on the elected species. 



In response, Applicant herein elects the disclosed alkanolamine species of 
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dimetliylaminoethanol. Tlie claims readable on this species are 4-6 and 17-19.
